MELANCHOLY INSTANCE. OF INDIAN 
CRUELTY. 


#GENERAL FORBES, who took possessiog 
of Fort Du Qvesse; upoa the French abandon. 
wg it the war before last, being rmformed thag 
a large body othe enemy were preparing to 
attack hus, ordereda Lieutenaut and forty meg 
to reconnortre their number and situ ition, they 
being about three days marenh fiom the fori. 
The officerand fis deratchinent proceeded with 
great cheeriuiuess, and alacrity without the 
least appearance of aa eaemy, until about six 
o’clock in the mor nug of the third day’s 
march, when they were suddenly fired upon 
from the woods by a body of Ludcianas, who kil. 
led nine of them upoa the ypt: upon which the 
officer, well knowing that be could not attack 
the enemy Ww their then situation but at the 
greatest aivantage, very jadicioasly drew of 
tne remains of bis.detacoment to a neighboring 
plain, and there formed them in order of bat 
tle, for the reception of the savages; but after 
remaining 1 that position for several hours ; 
aad finding they did aot advance, he prosecu- 
ted his march. He had not, however, proces. 
ed many miles, before he found himself in a 
harrow pass between two high mountains, and 
at the same time perceived a large body of In. 
dians (upwards of three hundred) pouring dow» 
upon iim. Sie immediately formed his men in 
the most advantageous situation circumstances 
would admit of, determining to sell their tives 
atas dear a rate as possible. The conflict we, 
now begun ; the consequence of which was 
that the Lngiish were all cut to pieces, except 
seven men aad their officer, who was wounded. 
The Indians had upwards of sixty of their num- 
ber killed, besides many wounded. They tic: 
the hands of the survivors of this brave Jitte 
detachment behind their backs, and most un- 
mercifully loaded them with their baggage. in 
this manner they marched six days when they 
arrived at the habitations of the savages, neariy 
famished for want of the necessaries of dije. 
‘The next meraing the uuheppy prisoners were 
led forth by the wives of those Indians that fell 
i the action, who first proceeded, by ways 
of prologue tuthe tragical scene which was to 
follow, py stripping them quite naked : and 
then tying one of them toa stake, and lighting 
a small and slow fire between his feet, they be- 
gun to exercise the most excruciating tortures 
‘ nnity could possibly invent, by tear- 
ing the miserable wretch’s tlesh off his bones 
with red hot pincers, boring his eyes out, and 
Otherwise tormenting him by the most barba- 


'| rous and unheard of cruelty, to the great en- 


tertainment of the more than savage brutes who 


were the spectators. _In this horrid mannerd@.

their most savags natures, until they had pul am 
end to the lives of the poor unhappy soldiers.
